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Cultural Programs controversy 


Butz attitude paternalistic, authoritarian, Gregory says

**Buiz’s recent move concerning Cul- 
tural Program funds functions in an auto- 
cratic, authoritarian way, in essence 
saying that the students at this college 
can’t handle their own affairs.’’ Speaking 
for the other side of the controversy, 
Charles Gregory, chairmanof the Cultural 
Programs Committee labeled Butz as a 
practicing ‘“‘paternalist and authoritarian 
whose attitudes toward the campus has 
been one of tyrant over subject. 


“My only recourse In this matter 15 
to go to Dr. Hyink and hope he rein- 
states the state speaker funds,”’ Gregory 
continued. Overruling an Academic 
Senate request to reinstate the $3500, 
Butz indicated that he would use the money 
to fund two “preplanned, scholarly, and 
publication-oriented symposia.”’ This he 
believes will ‘“‘enhance and extend the 
academic reputation of Sacramento State 
College.” 


Gregory, when contacted about Butz’s 
letter to William Neuman, chairman ofthe 
Academic Senate, took issue with the 
reasoning behind Butz’s plans and the 
methods used in instigating those plans. 
“The principle involved concerns the 
President taking over funds that had here- 
tofore been controlled solely by faculty 
and students. There is supposed to be 
some kind of democracy in effect at this 
college. The student government should 
have « choice in bringing what it wants 
to the campus. The state aid fund has 
always gone to Cultural Programs and has 
never been up for grabs as Butz says it 


was. 
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Happenings 
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With Otto Butz on his way out as of 
June and Dr. Hyink of Cal State Fuller- 
ton taking over the college presidency, 
the possibility exists that Butz, who has 
been rumored to be considering either the 
Academic Vice-President’s job or a posi- 
tion within the government department, 
may be setting himself up with funds to 
work with next year, provided he assumes 
the Academic V.P.‘s office. But aside 
from that interesting speculation, his 
presidential veto of the Academic Senate's 
23 to 1 vote compares according to 
Gregory ‘“‘not like a chief executive vetoing 
a bill, but rather like a king crushing 
the electorate. And unfortunately he has 
all the power to do it under Title 5. 
This veto decision says that student and 
faculty government are inrealitya farce.” 


When queried about the direction that 
Butz’s plans will lead Cultural Programs, 
Gregory called them ‘‘weekend symposia 
for weekend intellectuals.”’ Settling back 
in his desk chair, yet displaying a ner- 
vousness equal to the gravity of the matter 
at hand, Gregory analysed the quality of 
Butz’s proposals. ‘The symposia on the 
weekends are arranged to create better 


public relations for this campus. They 
have mainly an outward community aim, 
since this college is generally deserted 
during the weekends. They will not 
improve the educational experience of the 
college community in the least, being just 
a p.r. job Butz’s overriding thoughts 
are whether the symposia looks good on 
paper!"’ 


Tne effect on the quality of the next 
year’s Cultural Programs could be 
devastating since “$3500 i3 a small 
amount, but maybe the new student govern- 
ment won't give the C.P.C. the $24,000 
it has in the past two years,’’ Gregory 
explained. Cultural Programs funding is 
partly on an equal contribution basis and 
this is why Gregory has cause to worry, 
with the state aid having already been 
detached from next year’s budget. ‘With 
prices going up, if we have to operate 
on a smaller budget next year, Cultural 
Programs will have two directions to go; 
either good quality and less events, or 
the same amount of events but at less 
quality. The $3500 loss is roughly only a 
10 per cent cut but it may meanthe differ~ 
ence between the first run showing of 
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Marat Sade’ or the several years old 
Casa Blanca.’ One statistical point worth 
mentioning,’’ Gregory continued, ‘‘is that 
the $3500 works out to be approximately 
25 cents per student for Cultural Pro- 
grams. With that money now gone, the 
state is contributing nothing in the way of 
cultural experience.” 


Another interesting sidelight is that 
next year Cultural Programs Committee 
will undergo a membership change. The 13 
man board is comprised of six students 
appointed by the ASSSC President, one 
Activities appointee and six faculty, serv- 
ing three year appointments. The chair- 
man for the next year is elected by the 
whole body and has the power of signing 
for the state aid funds, while the student 
chairman signs for the ASSSC funds. Now 
that the state funds no longer beiong to 
Cultural Programs, the faculty chairman 
is only a figurehead with no financial 
power. 


One thing is for sure, the fight between 
the administration and Cultural Programs 
can be considered far from dead.

Other senators and the areas they will 
represent are: John Davis Jackson, busi- 
ness administration; Rick Ottowa, edu- 
cation, who was a write-in and unopposed 
and won with three votes, Shing Fat Steven 
Ching, engineering, Jerry Rice, social 
work; and George Nicholson, p.¢. & rec- 
reation who ran unopposed.

Senate Chairman

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Listening room makes way 
for book storage space

‘‘It’s a dreadful thing to have 
to cut out the College Library’s 
Music Listening Room, but there 
are other priorities that must be 
considered for the benefit of all 
the students at SSC,"’ 

Mr. Gordon Martin, Sacramento 
State College Librarian, expressed 
the above quote concerning the 
library’s recent decision to abolish 
the Music Listening Room. 

Martin explains, ‘Presently 
there are not enough rooms in 
which to put the books and library 
employees. The only adequate 
conference rooms have been taken 
over for storage space and between 
50 and 100 seats are knocked out 
each year. The library is given 
1/2 million books a year and 


The solution to the library’s 
problems has been in the planning 
Stage for two years. Last year 
the California State Legislature 
allocated money for a new library 
building. The money was spent 
elsewhere on projects that had 
priority over the library. The 
Education Building and Psycho- 
logy Building are two examples 
of such priorities, The Educa- 
tion Building has had a written 
program planned since 1966. It 
was anticipated to be built in 1969 
with an enrollment of 10,000 stu- 


dents. Ik is presently under con- 
struction one year later than 
planned with an enrollment of 


14,600 students at SSC, 

The Psychology Building, al- 
though lower on the construction 
list than the library, was possible 
to fund at $2 million. It will 


oe ee 


cost $§ 1/2 million. 
one on the construction list, 


$3,500 is spent on storage space 
for these books. We must find 
somewhere to store them.’’ 
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It is number 


low on the vicina list, since the 


funds are used up. San Fernando 
Valley State College and San Jose 
State College are in the same situ- 
ation. They have completed plans 
for their libraries, but no funds. 

If the Legislature provided 
funds for the library soon the 
building could begin construction 
in December. But even then it 
will take two years to be com- 
pleted and it will be filled with 
books the day it is opened. ‘‘It 
will still be inadequate even if 
it is finished three years from 
now,”’ says Martin. 

Martin cites three groups that 
must be appealed to in order to 
secure funds for the new library. 
They are the State College Ad- 
visory Board, the Legislature and 
the general population or com- 
munity. He urges, ‘I think the 
real pressure should be brought 
to the Legislature. It would help 
is students could each write to 
their Assemblymen and Senators.’’

Bilingual Chicano radio from KERS

**La Voz de Aztlan,” the only 
bilingual Chicano radio program 
in Sacramento, is broadcast each 
Sunday morning frem 8 to 12 on 
KERS-FM, 90.7. The program is 
fairly new (first broadcast was 
March 22) and is the project of 
Mario Alvarez, a freshman at 
Sacramento State. 

Alvarez, who hopes to make 
broadcasting his major, plans to 
continue the program in the fall, 
and if possible, during the sum- 
mer. 
*4’ve been interested in broad- 
casting since | was nineteen,” 
says Alvarez, now 29. ‘I saw 
the need for a Chicano program 
of this type in order to voice 
Chicano needs of identification and 
self determination, and what they 
are saying in the movement.” 
The program begins at 8 a.m. 





with Mexican and Latin American 
music, and is hosted by Netza- 
hualcoyot! is the name of a 19th 
century Mayan King. 


At 9:30 a.m. Alvarez narrates 
Chicano History in Spanish and 
English, in two 15-minute seg- 
ments. From 10 to 10:15 he 
reads community service infor- 
mation, which can include parental 
advice and citizens rights, in- 
forming the Mexican-American 
community of current legislation 
that affects them, directly or in- 
directly. 


From 10:15 to 10:30 is more 
music, and from 10:30 to i1, Chi- 
cano poetry, written by Latin 
American or Spanish authors from 
the 18th century until the present. 
Most of the current poetry is by 
people in the Chicano movement. 

From 11 until 12, Alvarez plays 
more music, and also announces 


public service events and meet- 
ings 

“La Voz de Aztian’’, or the 
Voice of Aztlan, gets its greatest 
audience from Spanish-speaking 
people. Aztlan, the southwest 
United States, is the mythilogica) 
home of the Aztecs.

Archaeologists dig Stockton sites

A team, staffed by Sacramento 
State College students and faculty 
members, has been making a suc- 
cessful excavation of an aboriginal 
buria! ground near Stockton. The 
site is one of the oldest finds in 
central California according to 
the projects director Jerald John- 
son 


Johnson, a SSC archeology in- 
structor, moved his team to the 
site shortly after it was uncovered 
by construction work. The work 
was being done for the Interstate 
5 project near the merging of the 
French Camp Slough and the San 
Joaquin River. 

Since then the majority of the 
excavation has been carried out 
by SSC attendants, although stu- 
dents from other colleges have vis- 
ited the site. Skilled weekday 
labor has been scarce, while week- 
end crowds of volunteers have been 
difficult to control.

Beck also stated that several 
of the burials appear to include 
ceremonial remnents such as 
shell-bead necklaces and woven 
mat impressions.

In support of his bill, Barnes 
stated that 37 other states now 
have state universities. He de- 
fined the opponents of the bill as 
those people that, ‘‘years ago 
fought the name change from nor- 
mal schools to state colleges.’ 

One supporter of the bill, As- 
semblyman John L.E. Colier, R- 
Los Angeles, said he saw the name 
change as, ‘‘the first step toward 


unification of higher education in 
the State of California.’’
